Paratroopers Sweat Blood For Enemy Hill 


DONG AP BIA, Vietnam (AP) 
— The paratroopers came down 
from the mountain their shirts 
dark green with sweat 
their 
weapons gone, their bandages 
stained brown and red with 
mud and blood 
Many cursed Lt f’ol Weldon 
Honeycutt, the hard-nosed bat­ 
talion commander who sent 
three companies Sunday to take 
this 3.000-foot mountain just 
over a mile east of Laos and ov­ 
erlooking the shell-pocked A 
Shau Valley 
Thev failed and they suffered. 
“ That damn Black Jack won’t 
stop unless he kills every damn 
one of us,” said one of the 40 to 
50 101st Airborne Division troop­ 
ers who was wounded 
At least 10 died on the hill. 
Honeycutt. 38. of Columbus. 


Ga . had been given an order 
Take the mountain It had been 
steadily pounded since May 10 
by artillery, riot gas and more 
than 70 air strikes. It is believed 
to contain a North Vietnamese 
regimental headquarters and a 
supply cache 
By Sunday, the mountaintop 
was almost bare, its heavy jun­ 
gle cover blasted apart by artil­ 
lery. rockets, bombs and na­ 
palm But still visible were the 
bunkers They lotted like even­ 
ly-spaced shell depressions 
U S intelligence said Sunday 
morning the mountain was held 
by “ two companies, plus " In 
the afternoon. Honeycutt re­ 
vised it upwards to two batta- 
lioas that had infiltrated and 
reinforced the mountain strong­ 
hold Saturday night. 


Since May 13 his battalion had 
suffered heavy casualties as­ 
saulting Dong Ap Bia about 35 
killed and some 180 wounded se­ 
riously enough to be evacuated 
A.s of Sunday, the mountain 
had been ground-assaulted 10 
times by the 3rd Battalion, 187th 
Infantry. 
The paratroopers had made it 
to the t(^ three times, and three 
times intense enemy fire drove 
them back 
Spec. 4 Anthony Toll. 20. of 
Nashville. Ind . had made nine 
of those assaults against Dong 
AP Bia. and the dark-haired, 
slender veteran of eight months 
in Vietnam was bitter. 
“ After all these air and artil­ 
lery strikes, those gooks are 
still in there fighting All of us 
are wondering why they just 


can’t pull back and B52 th^it 
hill.'■ he said 
“ I’ve lost a lot of buddies up 
there Not many guys can take 
it much longer ' 
Why take the hilP 
“ Well, for one thing, it over 
looks a good deal of the A Shau 
Valley.” said Honeycutt “ For 
another, you pull back and 
Charlie sure as hell will follow 
you right down and hit you" 
Why do the North Vietnamese 
defend it so strongly’’ 
“ I can’t say for sure I wish I 
could," said the division com­ 
mander. Maj Gen Melvin Zais 
He said one option open to him 
was to back off and “ bring in 
more firepower 
“ But you hate to give up the 
ground you’ve gained" he add­ 
ed “ You’ll have to fight just as 


hard to retake it Backing off is 
one thing that commanders hate 
to do " 
What about a massive B52

DECATUR. Ga. (AP)-Beard- 
ed, taciturn Gary Steven Krist 
went on trial today on a charge 
of kidnaping coed Barbara Jane 
Mackle, who was buried alive 
while her abductors collected 
$500.000 ransom last December. 
Krist, 24, a convicted car thief 
and 
prison 
escapee, 
was 
brought to the DeKalb County 
Courthouse in handcuffs. His 
black beard and black suit 
starkly contrasted with his pris­ 
on pallor. 
Conviction would mean the 
death penalty or life imprison­ 
ment. 
Krist, who once escaped a 
California prison, is charged 
with Ruth Eisenmann-Schier, 


26. Honduras-born biolc^ist, in 
the Dec. 17 abduction of the 
Emory University coed. 
Miss Schier is to go on trial 
June 16. 
The courthouse is not far from 
the motel where the 20-year-old 
student 
was 
taken 
from 
a 
sickbed, then buried alive in a 
plywood crypt under 18 inches 
of clay while a $500,000 ransom 
was negotiated with her father. 
Krist has spent the last three 
weeks in a hospital undergoing 
psychiatric 
examination. 
He 
was removed from the DeKalb 
County jail April 22 after col­ 
lapsing from a 27-day hunger 
strike.

Blow By High 
To Marijuana 
Court 
Laws 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The 
Supreme 
Court 
unanimously 
threw out today conviction of 
Timothy F. Leary, noted drug 
experimenter, on a finding that 
compliance with federal mari­ 
juana laws would violate his 
protection against self-incrimi­ 
nation. 
The ruling, given by Justice 
John Marshall Harlan, seriously 
damaged—perhaps fatally—the 
marijuana laws. 
The court reasoned that com­ 
pliance with their provisions 
would expose Leary and others 
in the same situation to prosecu­ 
tion 
under 
state 
marijuana 
laws. 
The decision follows the same 
reasoning the court used last 
year to riddle federal laws re­ 
quiring gamblers to buy tax 
stamps and certain firearm pos­ 
sessors to register with the gov­ 
ernment. 
The resignation of Abe F ortas 
last week from the high cout 
had no effect on this important 
84) ruling. 


In other actions today, the 
court; 
—Made it easier for stock­ 
holders to file damage suits 
charging corporation officials 
with fraud by refusing to review 
a lower court ruling that offi­ 
cials filing false or misleading 
statements may be liable for 
damages even when there is no 
evidence the statements were 
made to affect trading on the 
market. 
—Refused to review a Califor­ 
nia Supreme Court decision that 
a topless entertainment act was 
protected by the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion as a form of expression. A 
lower court had ruled the act 
constituted indecent exposure 
and lewd and dissolute conduct 
in public. 


Leary was convicted in 1966 of 
bringing about half an ounce of 
marijuana 
into 
the United 
States from Mexico. He was 
sentenced to from 5 to 30 years 
in prison.

SPACE CEN TER. Houston 
(AP) — Apollo 10 moved flaw­ 
lessly toward its moon destina­ 
tion today with only two minor 
complaints from the crew—dull 
thuds that interrupted their 
night's sleep and water chlorine 
that burned their mouths 
Despite 
the 
interruptions 
caused by periodic bursts from 
their small rockets the astro­ 
nauts reported “ We had a real 
great night’s sleep ” 
About two hours after they be­ 
gan their sleep cycle, following 
Sunday’s precise and hitchless 
launching, the astronauts com­ 
plained mildly about the noise 
made by the rockets that slowlv 
rotate the spacecraft They wor­ 
ried about fuel consumption. 
But on awakening after about 
10 hours Air Force Col. Thomas 
P. Stafford reported ’’All three 
of us feel great.” 
Navy Cmdr Eugene Cernan 
said the thruster noise sounded 
“ just like a minor pulse, just vi­ 
bration. ” 
Stafford and Cernan were 
awake a half hour ahead of 
schedule, but Navy Cmdr. John 
A. Young slept out the distance 
The astronauts began their 
day by giving a global weather 
report from their vantage point 
107,000 miles above the earth. 
They complained about the 
chlorine in their water supply 
and Stafford said: “ The water 
is absolutely horrible. I got a 
hwrible slug of chlorine. My 
mouth is still burning John did 
too. I just want to put that on 
the record. ” 
Before they retired, the Apollo 
10 crew argued mildly with the 
ground about the necessity for 
rechlorinating the supply, but 
lost the argument. Ground con­ 
trollers, after studying the prob­ 
lem, admitted today they had 
given the astronauts the wrong 
procedure for the rechlorination 
and that apparently a large con­ 
centration of the purifier had 
collected in the bottom of the 
tank. 
The controllers told the astro­ 
nauts to “ open the portable tank 
inlet and take a bag and draw 
off a bag ful of water—get rid 
of the chlorine concentration ” 


“ We have your horoscopes for 
you.” said capsule communica­ 
tor Bruce McCandless. Then he 
and fellow astronaut Charles 
Duke began reading them. 


“Tom, you have to concen­ 
trate mainly on finishing things 
that are already started, ” Duke 
told Stafford, a Virgo, "line up 
your plans; take inventory. The

Rogers in Bangkok 
For SEATO Meeting 


BANGKOK. (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of State William P Refers, 
arriving in Bangkok from Sai­ 
gon, said today that the United 
States and its allies are working 
diligently for early peace in 
Vietnam. 
“ We all hope that the need for 
military action will soon be end­ 
ed," he said in an airport state­ 
ment. 
Rogers is here to attend a 
meeting of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SF3AT0) 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
He was met by Thailand's 
Foreign Minister Thanat Kho- 
man and was given the tradi­ 
tional garland of sweet smelling 
jasmine flowers as a sign of 
welcome. 
Rogers told Thanat that the 
United States is a member of 


both the Atlantic and Pacific 
communities 
He apparently intended this to 
rea.ssure the .Asian allies that in 
seeking peace in Vietnam, the 
United Slates does not intend to 
turn its back on Asia 


During his four-day visit to 
Vietnam. Refers sought to as­ 
sure the government of Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu that the 
Nixon administration does not 
plan to abandon the war or bar­ 
gain away 
South Vietnam s 
right of self determination 


But after a five-hour meeting 
with Rogers. Thieu said the next 
day that he wanted to meet with 
President Nixon because he felt 
much more coordination was 
needed betwt‘en his government 
and the United States.

Ben’s widow, had 
been there, too. and it was a 
warmly sentimental occasion 
made even more p leasurable by 
a strong firstnig ht reaction and 
ex cellent reviews 
Now Miss 
Hay es was hack on the set of 
“ Airp ort ” and stabbing at her 
needlep oint as she reminisced 
about the remarkable p artner­ 
ship of Hecht and MacArthur 
Both had been schooled in the 
hard-as-nails newsp ap ering of 
Prohibition Chicag o, and that 
was the source of their most 
successful 
p lay 
“The F'ront 
Pag e ” 
“Charlie and Ben were very 
g ood for each other." Miss 
Hay es reflected “F^ach sup p lied 
what the other lacked. Charlie 
was a craftsman who lavished 
g reat care on every thing he did. 
so much so that it was hard for 
him to g ive it up Ben. on the 
other hand, could take one 
Charlie’s ideas and run with it 
“ I don’t mean that Ben wasn’t 
an able writer, too He certainly 
was But he didn’t have the in­ 
stinct for p erfection that Charlie 
had ” 
Inevitably . Hecht and Mac­ 
Arthur were lured to Holly wood, 
and they wrote some of the best 
screen p lay s of the 1930s. sing ly 
and in collaboration For a time 
they op erated their own p roduc­ 
tion comp any m the east, creat­ 
ing 
such 
notable 
films 
as 
“Crime without Passion” and 
“The Scoundrel” 
They 
continued 
co-writing 
films iike “Wuthering Heig hts ” 
and 
“His Girl F'riday ”

“They became irritated with 
each other.”

For 'Reparations' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen 
J. W. Fulbrig ht said today the 
United States must g et out of 
Vietnam ev en if it has to settle 
for less than a standoff and turn 
its attention to domestic p rob­ 
lems that have divided the p eo­ 
p le and sp awned a student re­ 
bellion 
The chairman of the Senate 
Fweig n Relations Committee 
called for an ov erhaul of what 
he called a foreig n p olicy of 
“chronic warfare and interv en­ 
tion” in international disp utes 
that he said is leading this coun­ 
try toward an authoritarian g ov­ 
ernment. 
Fulbrig ht told military lead­ 
ers in a National War Colleg e 
sp eech that his criticism was of 
“militarism'■ which he said is 
dominating U.S. foreig n p olicy , 
not of ‘ the able, energ etic men 
who fill the top ranks of the 
armed services ” even thoug h he 
said they “ have acquired an in­ 
fluence disp rop ortionate to their 
numbers on the nation's securi­ 
ty p olicies.” 
“The courag e and endurance 
of our fig hting men command 
the resp ect of all Americans. ” 
Fulbrig ht said. “The fault in our 
war p olicy lies not with them 
but with the p olitical decisions 
which committed them to an 
imp ossible task.” 
The 
Arkansas 
Democrat 
arg ued that while it would be a 
new ex p erience for American 
fig hting men to settle for some­ 
thing less than victory and p er­ 
hap s something less than a stand­ 
off. such action will be neces­ 
sary to g et the nation back on 
the track. 
“In the last three decades. ” 
he said, “the United States has 
been heavily p reoccup ied with 
its role as the world’s g reatest 
p ower, to the neg lect of its so­ 
cietal resp onsibilities, and at an 
incalculable cost to our national 
security . 
“The p olitical cost is reflected 
in the steady concentration of 
p ower in the hands of the na­ 
tional ex ecutiv e, in a long -term 
trend toward authoritarian g ov­ 
ernment. The moral cost is re­ 
flected in the unhap p iness of the 
American p eop le, most p articu­ 
larly in the ang ry alienation of 
our y outh ... 
“Until the war in Vietnam is 
ended, there can be no p rosp ect 
of the nation's more sober and 
g eneous instincts reasserting 
themselv es, nop rosp ect of a re­ 
newal of the nation's steng th at 
its vital domestic source.”

0.5 
per cent dieldrin or 0.5 per cent 
lindane selectively applied to 
corners of walls and ceilings, 
around light fixtures, in storage 
areas, and the basement will 
eliminate many spiders.

r e t u r n s FROM PASTURE 
Often times we hear a lot 
about 
pastures 
producing 
several hundred pounds of beef 
per acres. John Morehead, area 
farm 
management 
agent, 
suggests a little pencil pushing 
shows pasture gains per acre 
are only part of the story. This 
may 
be 
real 
important 
financially 
if 
we 
are 
contemplating seeding down 
cropland. 
Gains per head on livestock 
using pasture may be more 
important than gains per acre. 
High fixed costs of handling 
cattle to use the pasture is the 
real issue. For example a 550- 
pound yearling at 32 cents per 
pound is worth or will cost $176 
per head. If this steer gains 200 
pounds and sells for 26 cents per 
pound six months later in the 
fall, 
minus 
selling margins 
result in a fixed cost of $6 per 
cwt. on initial weight or $33 per 
head fixed cost. The first one 
hundred pounds of gain is 
required for the privilege of 
ownership. 
Interest 
on 
investment, 
death 
loss, 
veterinary and health costs, 
insecticides, mineral and labor 
can easily claim another 10 to 12 
dollars per head. Buying and 
selling 
costs, 
shrinkage, 
tra n s p o rta tio n , 
and 
commissions may take another 
$10 per head. One might find 
that to overcome all of these 
fixed costs. 175 lbs. of gain was 
required, 
leaving 
only 
25 
pounds of gain left to pay for 
■ the gross. 
If two steers were grazed per 
acre, 400 pounds of gain per 
acre might be realized. In this 
case, two acres could pay about 
the going rate 
per month 
pasture 
rental. 
One 
steer 
gaining 250 pounds on this same 
acre although producing only a 
little over 60 per cent as much 
gain per acre may be able to pay 
three times as much for the 
pasture. The point here is it 
takes some finesse to buy, sell, 
and manage cattle, and pastures 
need to produce high daily gains 
through the grazing season to 
realize 
good 
returns 
from 
pasture. 
CATTLE EQUIPM ENT 
There is available a 64-page 
Midwest Plan Service Book on 
beef equipment. 
The

contains plans for all sorts of 
beef equipment such as feeders, 
bunks, gates, etc. There are six 
pages of cOTTal layouts, chutes, 
and head holding devices. 
Any beef producer may find 
that adopting one idea from the 
book is worth the charge.

LATE NITROGEN 
Late application of nitrogen 
to fescue increases vegetation 
growth but does not increase 
seed yields. 
December and 
January are the months to 
topdress fescue with nitrogen 
for maximum seed production.

March, April, or May do little to 
boost seed production; they do, 
how'ever, 
increase 
forage 
production. 
ATRAZINE FOR SORGHUM 
Atrazine is recommended as 
an 
early 
post-emergent 
application 
for 
control 
of 
annual weeds in swghum. 
' 
Two pounds per acre of active 
ingredient should be applied 
when the sorghum plants are 
from IVz to 4 inches in height. 
Application should be made in a 
minimum of 20 gallons of water 
per acre. 
Livestock should not graze or 
be fed treated sOTghum for 60 
days following treatment. 
Cwn and sorghum are the 
only crops that have clearance 
fw planting within 18 months of 
atrazine application. 
ATRAZINE CARRY-OVER 
Before seeding alfalfa where 
atiazine was applied last year, a 
farmer 
should review 
field 
histwy and soil conditions to 


determine if carry-over damage 
is probable 
Factors that affect atrazine 
carry-over 
include 
rate 
of 
application, date of application, 
and amount of soil moisture 
between cliemical application 
and establishing the succeeding 
crop

Obviously the more atrazine 
that was applied, the greater 
the residue possibility, and an 
application made in June is 
more likely to carry-over than 
one made in April. Atrazone 
breaks down more rapidly in 
wet soil than in soil deficient in 
moisture. 
Since 1968 was a wet year and 
since we are well ahead of 
normal precipitation in 1%9, I 
would expect alfalfa could be 
seeded 
this spring with a 
minimum of residue injury. 


This is assuming that not 
more than 2 to 2.5 pounds of 
atrazine were applied per acre.

Herbicide Guidelines Provided 


FLEA BEETLES 
A number of these small, 
shining black, jumping beetles 
have been observed on seedling 
corn. 


Flea beetle injury is more 
severe on seedling corn growing 
under 
adverse 
weather 
conditions. Control measures 
would be justified when an 
average of 5 cw more beetles per 
plant can be found on corn that 
is in the 2 to 4 lead stage. Spray 
directly over the small plants 
with either 1 pound carbaryl w 
2 pounds toxaphene per acre.

These fears have 
basis, and misuse of herbicides 
may well create problems. 
A 
cautious 
and 
careful 
individual 
who follows 
the 
directions on the package will 
not only have a better landscape 
and garden, but will have less 
backaches and more time to 
enjoy the garden. 
By taking a close look at five 
useful herbicides, we can see 
how they fit into a weed control 
program for the home grounds. 
There 
are 
many 
more 
herbicides available, but these 
five should be familiar to every 
gardener and home owner. 
The best known herbicide, 2. 
4-D, has been around longer 
than most. The liquid forms of 
2, 4-D are sold as esters, low- 
volatile esters, and amines. The 
amine forms are the safest 
because no lethal vapors are 
given off after the chemical has 
been applied. 2, 4-D is used 
around the home mainly to 
control broadleaved weeds in 
the lawn. 
DCPA (Dathal) also has a 
variety of trade names, but is an 
extremely useful herbicide. It 
can be obtained in a granular 
form or used as a spray. This 
herbicide kills weed seeds in the 
ground as they germinate. It 
can be used among annual or 
perennial 
flowering 
plants. 


m any 
g r o u n d c o v e r s . 
strawberries, 
and 
many 
vegetables. Be sure to follow 
directions carefully and apply 
only 
among 
recommended 
plants 
TrifluraUn (Treflan) can be 
used around many shrubs and 
trees such as juniper, pine, 
spruce, 
yew, 
dogwood, 
viburnum, 
crabapple. 
and 
others. Work the herbicide into 
the top one ince of soil. Be 
careful not to work it too 
deeply. Do not use this material 
close to fish ponds. 
Simazine is a useful herbicide 
in asparagus, corn, and in the 
small home orchard. Be sure to 
read the label for precautions. 
Dalapon is one of several 
chemicals that will kill all 
plants contacted. Use it to clean 
out an area which is later to be 
worked and replanted. Three to 
six weeks will have to elapse 
before lawn areas treated with 
dalapon can be reseeded.

Presiden t’s 
peace plan for Vietn am amou n ts to the 
proposition that the fu tu re of Sou th 
Vietn am shou ld be decided by the Sou th 
Vietn amese

North Vietn am or armed harassmen t by 
the Viet Con g. 
If the Sou th Vietn amese wan t to 
estabUsh a coalition gov ern men t with the 
Commu n ists, if they wan t to in stitu te a 
hereditary mon archy , or a u n icameral 
parUamen tary sy stem, or if they wan t 
reu n ification with North Vietn am, an y of 
these are acceptable to u s as lon g as they 
are reached throu gh free an d open an d 
in tern ation ally su perv ised election s. 
This is n o more an d n o less than the 
stated objectiv e of Presiden t John son , as 
pu t forth in the Man ila Declaration of 
1966. 
Thin gs hav e chan ged in two an d a half 
y ears, howev er. A lot of water has gon e 
ov er the dam an d an awfu l lot of blood has 
flowed 
in to 
the 
soil 
of 
Vietn am. 
Presu mably the North Vietn amese are 
prepared to accept n ow that which they 
rejected two y ears ago.

Vietn amese cities or North Vietn am 
attempts an other offen siv e on the order of 
the Tet offen siv e of 1968. 


Yet the Presiden t also hin ted that 
withdrawal of American forces cou ld 
begin on a limited scale, con sisten t with 
•the ability of the Sou th Vietn amese to 
replace those forces an d irrespectiv e of 
whether or n ot an agreemen t had been 
reached in Paris.

admin istration ’s gran d strategy — a two­ 
pron ged approach whose aim is to 
con clu de the war on formal terms bu t, if 
that is n ot possible, at least to begin

The capability of the Sou th Vietn am^e 
army an d the willin gn ess of the Sou th 
Vietn amese people to shou lder a greater 
an d greater share of their own defen se 
may well be the decidin g factor in the 
comin g mon ths. 


It cou ld determin e n ot on ly how lon g the 
war con tin u es, bu t how v iable an d how 
lastin g wou ld be the peace which all 
American s ferv en tly hope is emergin g in to 
v iew from Paris.

The Washin gton Merry -Go-Kou n d today takes the 
form of a letter by Drew Pearson to his gran dson . 
Joseph P. Arn old. 
Washin gton 
May 17 .1969 
Dear Joe: 
'Two ev en ts happen ed in the past week which 
someday y ou an d other boy s of y ou r age will look 
back on an d say that they made history . On e was the 
election of Charles Ev ers, a Negro, to be the first 
may cN' of a Mississippi town in 100 y ears. The secon d 
was the way a Negro may or, Walter Washin gton in 
Washin gton , D.C., an d Lu ke Moore, the Negro U.S. 
marshal, han dled a crowd of rowdy an d rebelliou s 
Negro stu den ts at Howard Un iv ersity , a largely 
Negro in stitu tion . 
Both ev en ts show that despite some discou ragin g 
racial setbacks on the u n iv ersity campu ses, we are 
makin g progress. 
Charles Ev ers is a man who is the ex act opposite 
of the y ou n g black militan ts who are amon g those 
tearin g ou r campu ses apart today . Some y ears ago 
his brother Medgar was shot an d killed from 
ambu sh while pu ttin g his car in the garage, all 
becau se Medgar had u rged v otin g rights for 
Negroes. 
Charles had ev ery reason to be bitter abou t his 
brother's death. Most people wou ld hav e resorted to 
rev en ge an d v iolen ce. Bu t Ev ers applied the 
doctrin e of lov e. 
Patien tly he wen t abou t the job of con v in cin g 
white men in Mississippi t>» at the black man had a 
right to v ote; an d of con v in cin g black men that they 
shou ld v <rte. He had a v ery difficu lt time doin g this, 
becau se Negroes were scared to death when they 
came in to the v otin g places. An d they had reason to 
be. For in on e town alon e — McComb, Miss. — in 
the su mmer of 1964 two chu rches were blown u p 
an d 20 Negro homes damaged. I wen t down there 
tha t su mmer to bail ou t 30 y ou n g stu den ts who were 
arrested wlwn they protested these bombin gs. 
Bu t Ev ers kept his head. He kept plu ggin g away 
for the black man ’s right to v ote. Gradu ally he began 
to win . The Con gress, the cou rts sided with him. He 
pu t on a tremen dou s edu cation al campaign amon g 
his own people to get them to roister. 
I was with Ev ers in Chicago shortly after he had 
won the right to eat in a white restau ran t. We were 
raisin g mon ey to sen d 20,000 tu rkey s to poor people 
for Christmas in Mississippi an d I took him to the 
pu mp room o i the Hotel Ambassador East, on e of 
the more fashion able eatin g places in Chicago. The 
men u was in Fren ch. 
Ev ers stu died it qu izzically . 
“That’s the pen alty of in tegration , ” he fin ally 
said. “You hav e to eat the white man ’s food.’’ 
Fin ally last week, he was elected may or of the 
little town of Fay ette, the first Negro may or elected 
in Mississippi sin ce the carpet-baggers an d the 
Negro bosses wen t too far in recon stru ction day s. 
— WUl Histo ry Repea t? - 
The ri(^n g at Howard Un iv ersity an d Corn ell an d 
the City College of New York where y ou n g Negroes 
ha v e bu rn ed an d pillaged an d disru pted is v ery 
similar to the ex cesses of those post-Civ il War day s. 
And ju st as the highhan dedn ess of some Negroes 
a fter the Civ il War cau sed the loss of Negro gain s 
a nd sy mpathy for almost 100 y ears, so the ex cesses 
a t u n iv ersities today is likely to do the same thin g. 
When a mino rity o f either blacks or whites 
pa ra ly ze a g rea t univ ersity , 
when they rampage 
thro ug h libra ries tha t ha v e ta ken 
y ears to collect, 
when they stea l priv a te pa pers 
from the files of 
co lleg e presidents, when they deny 
the right to learn 


to the majority of stu den ts who hav e paid for that 
right, then they hu rt n ot on ly themselv es bu t the 
goals of all min orities. 
What the stu den ts of today don ’t realize is that it 
took y ears to pu t across federal aid to edu cation , bu t 
it wou ld on ly take a cou ple of day s debate in 
Con gress to en d it. 
I hav e heard Mrs. Agn es Mey er, who has cru saded 
for y ears for better pu blic schools, tell how she wen t 
to see Presiden t Eisen hower in 1953, shortly after he 
was elected, to try to persu ade him to pu sh aid to 
edu cation . He gav e her a lectu re again st federal 
in terferen ce with schools an d colleges. 
Later, Sen . Joe Clark of Pen n sy lv an ia pu shed an 
aid-to^u cation bill an d it got a tie v ote in the 
Sen ate. 
Vice Presiden t Nix on was then called 
u pon to break the tie an d he v oted again st 
edu cation . 
So, for more than ten y ears, Con gress refu sed to 
v ote fu n ds for schools an d colleges. An d it was n ot 
u n til Ly n don John son , a sou thern er, became presi­ 
den t that he chan ged this. Sin ce then we hav e 
made the greatest progress in history toward better 
edu cation — u n til this y ear. 
An d this y ear the stu den t rev olts hav e seriou sly 
set edu cation back. 
An other thin g which the black militan ts don 't 
realize is that when the state or the federal 
gov ern men t giv es them a free or cu t-rate edu cation , 
the state has a right to giv e some gu idan ce regardin g 
their stu dies. What the state n eeds is n ot Negroes 
edu cated in a lot of sn ap cou rses su ch as black 
stu dies, bu t Negro doctors, lawy ers an d en gin eers. 
Yet Negro militan ts closed down the best Negro 
schools of medicin e an d den tistry at Howard 
Un iv ersity for n o good reason at all. It hu rt them 
an d it set back progress toward the goals which they ' 
hav e been try in g so lon g to achiev e. 
There was on e healthy dev elopmen t, howev er. 
When the black militan ts refu sed to en d their sit-in , 
two respon sible Negroes, May or Washin gton an d 
U.S. Marshal Moore, mov ed in to throw them ou t. 
An d they did it far more efficien tly than did the 
police at Colu mbia last y ear or the police at Harv ard 
this y ear. 
Which prov es that qu alified Negroes when giv en 
respon sibility can an d do ex ercise it. An d the 
n ation ’s greatest mistake was in n ot giv in g it to them 
soon er. 
So I con gratu late the people of Fay ette, Miss., for 
electin g a qu alified Negro as may or an d I 
con gratu late Charles Ev ers for an n ou n cin g as his 
motto, “Let’s replace hate with lov e. ” 
All this is why I say that someday y ou r gen eration 
will look back on last week’s achiev emen ts as a 
mileston e in history .

Writin g her own will, an elderly 
u idow made the followin g bequ est 
to a n eighbor: 


“ My clothin g an d the tru n k in 
which it is stofed.” 
Bu t after the widow’s death, her 
tru n k was fou n d to con tain n ot 


on ly clothin g bu t some v alu able 
jewels as well. Shou ld the jewels 
go to the n eighbor, alon g with the 
tru n k? After a legal battle, the 
cou rt fin ally decided they shou ld 
n ot— awardin g them in stead to the 
widow’s su rv iv in g relativ es. 


The case illu strates how mu ch 
u n certain ty can be wrapped u p in 
words that, at first glan ce, seem 
perfectly clear. Literally hu n dreds 
of hom em ade wills hav e led to 
lawsu its becau se of phrases like 
“the papers in my bottom desk 
draw er,” “the con ten ts of the large 


pin k en v elope,” or “all the fu rn i­ 
tu re in the basemen t.” 
Su ppose the lan gu age of the will 
is plain en ou gh in iden tify in g both 
the 
con tain er 
an d the con ten ts. 
Nev ertheless, a m atter of timin g 
may still raise formidable prob­ 
lems. 
Does “ev ery thin g in my wall 
s,ifc" mean what was in the safe 
when the person wrote the will— 
or what was in the safe when he 
died, perhaps y ears later? It wou ld 
n ot be u n u su al for him to pu t in 
addition al items du rin g the in ter­ 
v en in g period. 
Most cou rts hav e decided, in 
su ch c irc u m s ta n c e s , to in c lu d e 
ev ery thin g actu ally within the con ­ 
tain er when the person died. As 
on e ju dge pu t it: 
“A will speaks from the day of 
death.’’ 
Bu t th a t d oe s n ’t a pply w hen 
there are clu es, in the lan gu age 
u sed, that the person m ean t it the 
other way arou n d. F or ex ample: 
A m a n w h o be qu e a th e d the 
jewelry “ n ow in my safe deposit 
box ” was held to hav e giv en on ly 
w hat was there on the day he 
wrote the will, rather than what 
was there when he died. T he word 
“ n ow,” said the cou rt, showed he 
had that in ten tion in min d. An d, 
the cou rt ex plain ed: 
“The in ten tion of the (deceased) 
is alway s the gu idin g star in the 
con stru ction of wills.”

Common in Infants

Q—^What is the cau se of 
osteogen esis imperfecta? Can 
an y thin g be don e for it? 
A—In this hereditary dis­ 
ease the bon es are fragile an d 
man y of them may be bro­ 
ken du rin g birth. There is n o 
treatm en t for this con dition 
an d the in fan t u su ally dies. 
When it occu rs sev eral y ears 
after birth it is less sev ere 
an d u su ally disappears after 
the child reaches pu berty . 
In this form of the disease a 
child may break his leg ju st 
gettin g ou t of bed. 
When the disease is rec­ 
ogn ized, an orthopedist will 
n ot on ly treat the fractu res 
bu t also help to prev en t fu r­ 
ther breaks. 


Q—Ou r gran ddau ghter, 10, 
has osteomy elitis in both her 
kn ees. Is this a cripplin g dis­ 
ease? What cau ses it an d 
what is the best treatmen t? 
A—Osteomy elitis is an in ­ 
fection of the bon e marrow, 
u su ally cau sed by staphlo- 
cocci followin g a skin in ­ 
fection , in fected bu rn , chick­ 
en pox or an open fractu re. 
The in fected bon e area mu st 
be open ed, scraped an d ir­ 
rigated with an an tibiotic 
an d detergen t. Before mod­ 
ern treatm en t with an tibi­ 
otics became av ailable the 
disease was often chron ic 
an d cripplin g. 


Q—My son , 3, is a v ery 
poor eater. He ju mps a lot 
in his sleep. Do y ou thin k 
he has worms? 
A—He may or may n ot 
hav e worms bu t thev wou ld 
n ot accou n t for his sy mp­ 
toms in an y case. Variation s 
in appetite are n ot u n u su al at 
this age an d s h o u l d be 
ign ored u n less y ou r son is 
losin g weight. Restless sleep 


is also n ormal, especially ff 
a child has been su bjected to 
an ex citin g romp ju st before 
bedtime. 


Q—Ou r 18 -mon th-old gran d­ 
dau ghter has fain tin g spells 
which last on ly on e or two 
secon ds. She fain ts when ­ 
ev er she has the slightest 
in ju ry or when she is scold­ 
ed. What cou ld cau se them? 
How can we disciplin e her 
withou t precipitatin g a spell? 
A—Fain tin g as a reflex fol­ 
lowin g pain or fright is rel­ 
ativ ely common in in fan ts. 
It is cau sed by a defect in 
the brain ’s reflex -regu latin g 
mechan ism. If the fain tin g 
lasts lon ger than a few sec­ 
on ds, the child shou ld be 
)laced head down ward to al­ 
ow more blood to flow to 
the brain . 
As lon g as the spells are 
on ly momen tary they shou ld 
cau se n o alarm an d the child 
shou ld be disciplin ed ju st as 
y ou wou ld an y other child. 
The spells will n ot affect her 
heart or min d bu t lack of 
disciplin e will be detrimen tal 
to her person ality .

Apollo 70 Team Meshes Well 


SPACE CENTER. Houston 
(AP) - Apollo lO’s crewmates 
are three different types from 
different 
backgrounds 
who 
mesh into a finely tuned team. 
Thomas P. Stafford, a hald 
Air Force colonel with a sleepy 
grin and slow speech, is the 
commander 
John W. Young, the command 
module pilot, is a short, slender 
quiet-spoken Navy commander 
with a dry wit 
And the lunar module pilot is 
Eugene A. Cernan. a graying 
35-year-old who talks rapidly 
and well and enjoys spending 
his off time planting, prunir^ 
and picking flowers 
"Because 
we’re 
different 
types of personalities is proba­ 
bly why we get along so well.’’ 
says Cernan. "We’re not three 
one-man astronauts...and we’re 
not two guys and one guy. or 
one guy and two guys. We re 
three guys that have a great 
deal of confidence in each oth­ 
er.’’ 
The three will fly a mission 
designed to solve some myster­ 
ies about the moon and clear 
the way for a landing there in 
July. 
Their flight will he the first 
time American has sent into 
space three men who’ve all 
been there before. 
Stafford was the pilot on Gem­ 
ini 6 and the commander on 
Gemini 9. 
Young was pilot on Gemini 3 
and commanded Gemini 10. 
Cernan was the pilot on Staf­ 
ford’s Gemini 9 flight. 
The trio will fly an orbit of the 
moon. Then Cernan and Staf­ 
ford. in a lunar module, will dip 
down to within nine miles of the 
lunar surface, while Young or­ 
bits the mother Apollo vehicle 
Having to stop at nine miles 
has been a disappointment for 
the three. 
They were originally assigned 
to take along lunar module five, 
the spacecraft designed as the 
first lunar lander. But a change 
in mission sequence moved the 
landing honors to Apollo 11. 
Apollo 10 is designed as a dress 
rehearsal for the first lunar 
touchdown. 
This was not the first space 
spectacular 
snatching 
from 
Stafford by changes in timing. 
He was assigned to be Ameri­ 
ca’s first space-walker on Gemi­ 
ni 6. But the space stroll sched­ 
uled was advanced and the hon­ 
or went to Edward White on 
Gemini 4 instead. 
Even the triumphs of Staf­ 
ford’s space flights have includ­ 
ed frustration. 
He and Walter M. Schirra 
were scheduled to make the 
first rendezvous and docking in 
space on Gemini 6. but the tar­ 
get spacecraft blew up after 
launch. They had to settle for 
the first space meeting of two 
manned craft. They rendez­ 
voused with Gemini 7. 
Stafford’s second flight also 
called for a space docking, but 
the cover on the docking target 
vehicle failed to fully eject, 
blocking the link up. 
Stafford admitted later that 
for an instant he had an im­ 
pulse to ram the jammed jaws 
of the docking cover, which he 
said looked like "an angry alli­ 
gator” 
The six-foot space pilot now 
laughs at what some call the 
"Stafford jinx.” 
"When I flew with Wally on 
my first flight, I was sure it was 
Wally that was the jinx,’’ Staf­ 
ford said rececently. "Then on 
Gemini 9 ,1 thought it was prob­ 
ably Gene. But I finally realized 
maybe I was the Joe Blftspk of 
the Gemini program. ” 
“ We’ve got a lot of things to 
worry about, but I don’t reckon 
that’s one of them,’’ says Young 
of the “ jinx.” 
Stafford was born and grew 
up in Weatherford, a small town 
in west-central Oklahoma. 
He went to the U.S. Naval 
Academy, graduated 50th of 783 
in 1952 and took his commission 
in the Air Force. 
Stafford flew fighters in the 
United States and Germany and 
was sent to test pilot’s school. 
Before he left the school, he was 
teaching classes and had co-au- 
thwed two books still used as 
basic flight manuals. 
He applied fw acceptance in 
both the Harvard 
Business 
School and the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion astronaut program. 
He had been at Harvard three 
days and was still working on 
his first hcxnewwk assignment 
when NASA called. The day was 
Sept. 17, 1962, Stafford’s 32nd 
birthday. 


Stafford married a Weather­ 
ford girl, the former Faye L.

The five-foot-nine pilot creat­ 
ed what has become a favorite 
story in the space community. 
On the day Gemini 3 was to be 
launched. Young carried on 
hoard a cwned beef sandwich, a 
snack strictly forbidden in the 
weightlessness of space. Gris­ 
som ate it in OTbit so tl^ bread 
crumbs wouldn’t float arounc 
the capsule. 
After landing in Gemini 3 in 
the Atlantic and almost getting 
seasick Young made the obser­ 
vation since quoted by other as­ 
tronauts: 
“ It’s a wonderful 
spacecraft, but it’s not much of 
a boat.” 
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and thorough pilot and engineer

He was a 
straight "A ” student in high 
school and an outstanding ath­ 
lete in football and track. 


His father, a retired officer in 
the Seabees, once said that 
Young as a boy "drew pictures 
of airplanes and rockets all the 
time.” 


Young earned a degree in 
aeronautical 
engineering 
at 
Georgia Tech and took a com­ 
mission in the Navy. He became 
a crack fighter pilot and later a 
test pilot. In 1962, Young set 
time-to-chmb records in a Navy 
F4B jet. Six months later. NASA 
named him an astronaut. 
Yming frequently brings his 
son, John, to the ofhce when he 
works at the Manned ^acecraft 
Center on weekends. 
“ He’s a big rocket fan.” says

BALTIMORE (AP) - The 
Belmont Stakes still is to be 
run, but when the final jewel is 
added to racing’s Triple Crown

Majestic Prince will not be 
there. 
Trainer Johnny Longden say s 
the Prince, with the shot at be­ 
coming a Triple Crown king, 
will not run in the Belmont. 
Owner Frank McMahon also 
say s so—but with less convic­ 
tion. 
For a time Saturday it ap­ 
peared that once again no one 
would get a shot at the Triple 
Crown. A foul was claimed 
against McMahon’s unbeaten 
colt after he finished first in the 
$182,000 Preakness, but the 
stewards disallowed it after de­ 
liberating for 26 tension-building 
minutes. 
“Boy s, 
I’m 
taking 
him 
home,” 
was 
the 
bombshell 
Longden dropped on newsmen 
when they appeared at his barn 
on the Pimlico backstretch Sun­ 
day morning to rehash Majestic 
Prince’s head victory over Arts 
and Letters, who he beat by a 
neck in the Kentucky Derby . 
McMahon, contacted before 
he left Baltimore, at first said 
he had reached no decision but 
later he told The Associated 
Press by telephone from his 
home in Florida : 
“I am pretty well convinced 
we are not going to run him. We 
are awfully close to not going. 
He is not sick; his condition is 
fine. He’s just lost weight be­ 
cause of the campaign (seven 
wins this y ear added to two in 
19 68). ” 
Longden also said the power- 
running chestnut’s condition had 
nothing to do with his wanting 
to ship to his farm at Riverside, 
Cabf., 
and 
return 
Majestic 
Prince to the races in late sum­ 
mer or fall. Then he said: 


“I’ve checked back and I 
can’t find any horse that had a 
tough race in the Derby or 
Preakness that came out of the 
Belmont and amounted to a 
damn. I mean they never run 
back to their top form. ” 
“Count Fleet was one of them 
He was sound when he went into 
the Belmont. He never raced 
again after the Belmont. ” 
Count Fleet, who won the Tri­ 
ple Crown in 19 43, was ridden 
by Johnny Longden. 
No previous winner of the 
Derby and Preakness has ever 
withheld voluntarily from the 
Belmont, in which just eight 
colts have clinched the Triple 
Crown—the last one Citation in 
19 48. 
A record Preakness crowd of 
43,259 thrilled to the stretch duel 
between Majestic Prince and 
Arts and Letters, almost a car­ 
bon copy of their Derby battle, 
then waited out the foul claims. 
Braulio Baeza, who rode the 
runner-up from Paul Mêlion s 
Rokeby Stable, contended they 
lost ground on the first turn 
when they were bothered by Bill 
Hartack and Majestic Prince. 
But it was disallowed. 
Once the field of 3-y ear-olds 
turned for home, it became a 


two-horse race, as Claiborne 
Farm's Jay Ray finished four 
lengths back of Arts and Letters 
and the Estate of Steven B. Wil­ 
son’s Top Knight was another 
four lengths back.

College Student Drafts 
Running Under Estimates 


WASHIN(;T0N (AP>

number of college graduate stu­ 
dents being drafted this year is 
running far below estimates, 
even though deferments for di­ 
ploma holders were abolish(*d 
more thiin a year ago 
At the same time, graduate 
schools report a big slow down 
in enrollment 
Nobody knows 
whether the mis.sing students 
were drafti*d, went to industry 
for occupational deferments, or 
stayed home to wait for “ Greet­ 
ings ” 
The Nationiil Security ('ouncil 
rec ommended lifting deferments 
in February 1968 for all gradu­ 
ate study except medicine and 
the ministry 
Critics of the move predicted 
a draft of 450.000 college gradu­ 
ates including 175.000 grad stu­ 
dents The more conservative 
Pentagon estimates were for a 
draft of 100.000 college gradu­ 
ates. including 58.000 would-be 
grad students in fiscal 1969 
When the fiscal year ends in 
June the total will probably 
reach no more than 35.000

Full Color View By TV 
Of Earth From Apollo 


SPACE CENTER. Houston 
(A P)—The blue and white disc 
bobbed in the black vast ness of 
space as an astronaut focused 
the camera A zoom leas pulled 
the image closed, then pushed 
it away. 
It was man’s first live, full 
color television view of home as 
seen from outer space 
The three Apollo 10 astronauts 
surged nearer the moon with 
another color television broad­ 
cast on schedule for 4:04 p.m 
ED T 
Space Center spokesmen said 
either the earth or moon might 
be televised and that more than 
one broadcast was possible, 
Apollo 10 Commander Thom­ 
as P. Stafford had said before 
Sunday’s liftoff that he and fel­ 
low astronauts John W. Young 
and Eugene A. Cernan would 
telecast from space whenever 
time allowed. 
The spacemen beamed back 
three shows for a total of 72 
minutes air time Sunday, in­ 
cluding two unscheduled “ spe­ 
cials” of earth. 
They caught commercial TV 
off guard on the second bonus 
broadcast and appeared only on 
closed-circuit televison qt Mis­ 
sion Control. It included a close- 
up view of the spaceship interi­ 
or—so close that viewers could 
count the stars and stripes on 
the tiny American flag stitched 
to Young’s sleeve. 
The view from space was. as 
astronaut Cernan put it. “ unbe­ 
lievable.” 
First came remarkably clear 
views of Snoopy, the moon ma­ 
chine that will take two of the 
three men on man’s closest in­ 
spection trip of the moon. 
Colors during the first space 
view ranged from brilliant or­ 
ange to steel gray. In one close- 
up, tiny numerals on Snoopy 
could be read with ease. 
Then came the great show, 
man’s first live, color view of 
his h(Miie planet from a space­ 
ship speeding through space at 
20,000 m.p.h. 
“ You know, you blink your 
eyes and look out there, and you 
know it’s three dimensional, but 
it’s just sitting out there in the 
middle of nowhere. It’s unbe­ 
lievable, ” Cernan reported. 
The black emptiness of space 
—Cenjan called it the “ blackest 
black that you ever did see” — 
provided a backdrop to the 
earth’s 
cloud-swathed
